Subject: Fourteenth Amendment Discrimination by Officer Phillip O’Dowd 


Dear Internal Affairs; 


lam a resident of OCS On April 14, 2018 my car was in a collision on 


Warren Street. I called 911 and Officer Phillip O’Dowd along with another Waltham Police 
Department Officer came to the scene of accident at 1353 hrs. 


On April 14, 2018 on and around 1410 hours Officer Phillip O’Dowd first asked me where | came 
from and where was the damage to my vehicle? 


As soon as | mentioned to Officer Phillip O’Dowd that | am from Belmont he turned his face 
away and did not allow me to state the facts. | believe that Officer Phillip O’Dowd discriminated 
against me because of my Race and National Origin. Under the Fourteenth Amendment (a 
person's rights to life, liberty or property shall not be deprived without due process of law, nor 
shall any person be denied equal protection of the laws) Selective enforcement of statute or 
regulation on the basis of race Mustfov v. Rice, 663 F. Supp. 1255 (N.D. Ill. 1987). Deliberate 
denial of police protection on racial grounds --Mody v. City of Hoboken, 959 F.2d 461 (3d Cir. 
1992). 


| am also a former Federal Officer from US Department of Homeland Security — Customs and 
Border Protection, Boston, MA as fully trained law enforcement officer | allowed Officer Phillip 
O’Dowd to perform his duties at the scene of the accident but Officer O’Dowd chose to 
discriminate against me. 


On April 19, 2018 | came to Waltham Police Department and I was met with Lt. Mele with the 
crash report. Lt. Mele told me and my wife that we are not at fault and that Officer Phillip 
O’Dowd should have cited the other Motor Vehicle Operator. Lt. Mele also told my wife and me 
that he does not know why Officer Phillip O’Dowd should not have cited the operator who 
crashed into my vehicle and was not cited. The decision made by Officer O’Dowd has caused 
my insurance coverage a surcharge and | am appealing this decision with the Massachusetts 
Division of Insurance. This is discrimination under the Fourteenth Amendment.

Capt. Champeon/ Internal affairs 


On 5/8/18 at approximately 1000hrs | spoke to NANG regarding his written . 
complaint against Officer O’Dowd for an accident he was involved in. Incident number #1800000494. | 
called him from my desk line in operations #3602. | informed N@@Uliiligg that my phone was being 
recorded and he was fine with that. | first started by apologizing to WEBEEESIIB for the fact that when 
he showed me the crash form a couple of weeks ago when he came to the front counter ‘mistakenly 
thought that the lane the two vehicles were traveling was two lanes when in fact it was a one lane road 
in their direction of travel. Therefore this is why his insurance company was finding him at fault due to 
him passing on the right side of the other vehicle. He then told me again (just like he had said 
previously) that the other driver had their left directional on. | explained to him that:even if he thought 
she was turning left he still could not pass legally on the right. He stated that he has a photo on his 
phone that he took of the other vehicle with its left directional still on at the scene. | believe that Wa» 
Ca was not satisfied with this. In his written complaint he states that he is appealing with the 
Massachusetts Division of Insurance. | advised him to take all proof and present it at the future Hearing. 

I then spoke to exile about his complaint of discrimination. SAMEER writes in his 
complaint “On April 14 2018 on and around 1410 hours Officer Phillip O’Dowd first asked me where | 
came from and where was the damage to my Vehicle.” He further stated in the complaint “ As soon as | 
mentioned to officer Phillip O’Dowd that because | am from Belmont he turned his face away-and did 
not allow me to state the facts. | Believe Officer Phillip O’Dowd discriminated against me. because of my 
Race and National Origin.” | advised Slime that it was more than likely that Officer O’Dowd was 
asking “where he was coming from” was asking for direction of travel. He stated againihe believed that 
once Officer O'Dowd found out he was from Belmont he thought Officer O’Dowd found:him at fault 
because the other driver was from Waltham and he was from Belmont. | again asked RE how 
he felt that Officer O’Dowd discriminated against him to which he basically stated that he felt that 
Officer O’Dowd spent more time talking to the other driver than him. | asked Sammaan if Officer 
O'Dowd said anything that he thought was discriminatory towards him and once again all he said was 
that Officer O’Dowd asked him “where he came from”. Ppmmmmmm/iso stated that the other driver 
said to him right after the accident “go back to your country.” | told GWE that although | thought 
this was appalling it had nothing to do with Officer O'Dowd. | advised (mma that | would speak to 
Officer O’Dowd and then forward in writing our conversations and submit them to Captain Champeon 
and the Internal Affairs Division. (MM was satisfied. 

Shortly after | spoke tog@ililims! spoke to Officer O’Dowd in person. | asked Officer O'Dowd 
what he meant by the question to XAIMEIiigjlmim where was he coming from. Officer O'Dowd informed me 
that he was asking the question to find out what direction of travel [7M Was coming from. 
Officer O’Dowd also informed me that he spoke to both drivers involved and he formed.the opinion that 

EEE was passing on the right. Officer O’Dowd also advised me that he did not cite: TEEF 
although it was his right to do so. R 

Upon submitting this information to you (Captain Champeon) it was determinedthat there was 
not enough information for the complaint to be substantiated. Therefore, the complamgi has DEED 
classified as “unfounded.” 

On 5/16 | notifies f our findings via telephone at approximately 11:15hrs. om 

“Sus stated he was at work and could not talk long but that he was at least- atisfied mee the issue 
was addressed.
